Ho 
had lately received threatening letters. 

I'rnycrs for France. 

LoNhON, Deo. 20.— A Paris dispatch to 
tho Times says: Cardinal Richard has is- 
sued a pastoral letter prescribing prayers 
for Franco in all tho Paris Catliolic churcliea. 
In reference to the dynamite outrage in tbo 
chamber of deputies ho says Catholics share 
the felicitations of tho deputies over preaer- 
vution from awful death, and i)ray God fer- 
vently that He should turn aside the evils 
menacing the[country.

CHICAGO'S SENSATION. 

Why the "Star Witness" Kept Silent DurhiK 
tlio First Cronln Murder Trial. 

Cjiicaoo, Deo. 26.— This waa a day of 
sensational developments and incidents in 
the trial of Dan Coughlin. Tho prisoner 
waa aelf posscsHod and apparently indiffer- 
ent to it all ; but the lawyers on both sides, 
Mrs. Andrew Foy and other persona who 
participated, beoamo nervously e.xcited. 
Outbreaks among the lawyers were numer- 
ous, and recriminations wore indulged in 
and bitterly resented, Tho defence auc- 
ceeded in making a sensational climax to 
the cross-examination of Mrs. Foy by pre- 
senting her to tho jury in a far less favor- 
able light than she appeared when 
she left the witness stand last weeic. 
She admitted receiving money and snbatan- 
cial presents of clothing, turkeys and carpet 
from Mrs Conklin since she became 
acquainted with her late last year. Two 
letters which Mrs. Foy admitted had been 
written by her to W . S. Forrest, loading 
counsel for tho defense at the first trial, 
abowed that " the star witness for tho prose- 
cution," as Attorney Wing called her, had 
not been actuated solely by a hvo of justice 
and deaire to undo a great wrong in remain 
ing silent while tho first trial was in progress 
Tho beat) that can bo said for her 
judging from these compromioing letters, 
was, he said, that sho wanted her husband 
to stop drinking and mend hia ways, and 
believed that Coughlin and the lawyers 
could bring about a change. Her lettcra 
contained threats of "going to see the State 
Attorney," unless alio got some "reward for 
all I have Buffered. " Her suflerings were 
not dwelt upon much when she was exam- 
ined by the prosecution. Still the woman's 
norvo and self-possession never deserted 
her. After recoveriiig from tho shock 
and Burprisea incident to tho quick plays 
made by the defence with their trump 
cards, she turned upon Attorney Wing and 
practically cross-oxamined him in regard to 
tho conversation which took place in For- 
rest's office between them. Tho lawyer did 
not expect to bo placed in such 
position, but tho witness at that timo 
was in tho hands of the prosecution 
again. Tho beat point sho made for tho 
State was to bring out the fact, undenied 
by Attorney Wing, that he and Forrest told 
tho woman to go home and give her hus- 
band a further trial or probation of six 
mouths, which she did. The attorneys for 
tho uroBocution say they are sutieSed with 
the ending of Mrs. Foy's cross-examination 
and the defendant's lawyers said tho 
woman's story would be rendered .worthless 
when all their impeaching testimony was 
heard.

inonlB of the poiiitioii, Tlie six years expire 
on .Saturday, and tlio Pritiah (ioverninorit 
refuBO toexlciidthe term, on the ground 
that apecial privilegea of the character 
in qneation are calculated to create diaaatia- 
faction and ill-will in the ranks of the I'.ri- 
tish navy. On the Ist of tbo current month 
Capt. Iiiglea received ollicial notification 
concerning the fact that be would be r(f|uir- 
ed to return to his command in one month, 
and that, in the event of a default hia coii- 
iicetion with tho liriiiah aorvice \vonl(l he 
regarded aa severed.

Rathbone, of Ohio, is in charge of the 
movement.

The police have been 
working quietly, and traced him from Win- 
nipeg to the Pacific coast, from where he 
returned to Begins, and was arrested there 
this morning. 

D. E. MeKinnon, of the police force, has 
gone to Chicago to give evidence in the 
Ccughlan trial.

luid Atteiiliou. 

New Yoek, Deo. 24.— Ghauncey M. Do- 
pe .v, on his arrival from Europe to-day, 

talked entertainingly to an Associated 
Press reporter of his trip to Rome. "I did 
Komo in four days," said Dr. Depew. " I 
wanted to aeo the Pope, but was told ho 
gavo no private audiences ; nevertheloaa I 
received a message that he would see me 
next_ day at noon. As I entered tho 
pontifT rose, came half -way aoross tho 
room, shook mo cordially by tho hand, 
requested me to bo seated and then resumed 
tho papal chair." Mr. Dcpcw said ho found 
the Popo vigorous and strong iu health, 
with the vivacity of fiO instead of 85. Thia 
waa especially noticed wlien Hia Holiness 
waa discusaing the questioiia of tho rights of 
property and of labor, "When I rose to go," 
said Depew, "he took my hand and said ho 
had tho profoundeat respect and adiiiiratioa 
and love for tho United Statea and wiahed I 
would tell the American [leople that ho wua 
much imprcaaod with Iho World's Fair and 
had done all he coiihl to help it. He said 
ho was much pleased and gralilied 
to Ici.rn that I wua always kind and 
connidarate for tho employes of my com- 
pany, and that I hud nuver inudo any dis- 
tinction between tho Catholic faith and 
others. lie also expressed gratification 
when I told him of Archbishop Corrigan. 
Thus ended for me a most pleasant meeting 
with ono of tho moat remarkable men of the 
age. The Pope sent a message to me, but I 
received it when I could noG return to the 
Vatican. Tho church looks to America 
with more interest and attention, in view of 
the rapidly increasing spread of Boeialistio 
theories, as her great field for the future."

TBS JPREMIER AT NANAIMO. 

Concise Review ol' Provincial Affdirg— 
Government's ElForta to Upuu 
Dp the Country. 



Trade Relations With Australia— Bail- 
way Development— Lumber a 
Great Source of Wealth. 



On Saturday ovcning a puhlio mooting 
wika hold in the Nmuinio Oporii IIouso, 
which wna atteniled by the Premier, the 
repreaentutivoa in tho local Legislature of 
the bonstituenoy, and a number of oitizeDB, 
Mayor Haalam occupied the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Davie upon coming forward 
^auf ho was pleased to have an opportunity 
to cxpluiu ft tow iiiuttera in reforenco to the 
polley of hia (iovoniiiient. Wliuu ho ar- 
rived in tho city lie liad not intended to 
hold a public meeting. Ho hud simply 
como to attend the poultry shoiv. On lic 
count of ita being in progrcaa until laab 
night and tho fact that to-uight 
might practically bo considered Christmas 
ove, he did not eonaidor it an opportune 
time for political nieetlnga. However, a 
number of his frieuda hud pressed him to 
address the eloctora beforu returning to 
Victoria, and upon leaving for Cowichan 
this morniog he had promised to return 
if tbey telephoned him to do bo. Later on 
in the day .be received a mesaagfrBivying 
thc^fe' arraagementB had been made for a 
meeting,' and handbillB were issued announc- 
ing it. He hoped this would not bo thu 
last meeting he would have an opportunity 
. to addresa in thia city. He was always 
ready to give up hia time for tho bencdt of 
4he electors. He regretted that he had not 
had more time for preparation, as ho would 
have been able to have gone into details and 
many mattera of more direct interest to this 
community. Ho did not intend to enter 
upon those subjects that had already had 
their quietus on the Mainland, aucfi as the 
Parliament buildings and the Redistribution 
matter. These ([Ueatioua ho had gouo over 
thoroughly on the Mainland, and us ho said 
before, he wua satislied they had ruceived 
their ([uletua there. A number of ill-ad- 
vised gentlemen on tho Mainland had oircu- 
lated u petition asking the Governor-Cioneral 
of Canada to veto tho act providing for tho 
conatruotiou of tho I'arliamont buildings, 
and had gnno so far as to agitato for separa- 
tion of tlio Mainland from tho lalund. To 
further thia project a convention was called 
at Kandoops fur tho purpose of inciting tho 
people of the Mainland to riao in a body 
and declare for separation. Island conatitu- 
enciea were not asked to participate in thia 
convention. Uo was pleased to bo able to 
say, however, that the people of tho Main- 
land resented tho movement, and that in 
only a few instances wore delegates appoint- 
ed. The solid men of the community rofua- 
ed to take any part in the matter whatever, 
and tho few who attended tho convention 
were tho disappointed ones who had tried 
to stir up an ill-feeling between the two boo- 
tiona of the Province. The advocates of the 
scheme had since found out the woful blun- 
der they had mado and the misguided at- 
tempts of theso men in this direction bad 
ended in a grand fiasco. There was little 
further to be said on theae issues. 

The rediatnbuaion bill, which could not 
hp introduced at the last sessioo, will bo 
brought in next and will be aa just a meas- 
ure as it is in tbe power of the Government 
to make it. 

I Referring to the condition of the Province 
be hid that before anything could be done 
the Government had to establiBh the credit 
of tho country so aa to enable them to bor- 
row money on advantageous terma. A few 
years a^o tbe Government wanted a small 
loan of $30,000 and employed a broker to 
negotiate it for them. After endeavoring 
to obtain the money required from several 
sources the Government were compelled to 
accept a loan from Sir Jamea Douglas at S 
per cent, interest and had to pay tho broker 
5 per cent, for obtaining it. A short lime 
afterwards tho (lovernniciit had to raise 
some more money and a second loan was 
floated at G per cent. It was there- 
fore necessary to establish our credit so as 
to place thia Provinco on as good a footing 
aa any other country. 

In order to assist tho developnicut of our 
resources the licaven adininialration passed 
what is known aa the Cicinents Act, which 
he considered went luo far, but was intended 
to induce aottlers to comu hero. Tliun what 
is known as tho Settlements Act was passed 
to promote tho construction of tho Island 
railroad. (Joverunient lands were thrown 
open for settlement at one dollar per acre 
and a monopoly had been given. While 
there was no doubt that very largo grunts 
had been given in the paat, this had to he 
done to encourage tho development and 
opening up of tho country. Tho Island rail- 
road coat about §,'i.()()U,i (1), in aid of which 
a subsidy of §750,0(10 was granted by the 
Dominion Government. Although the com- 
]);iny received a large nvnui of land from tho 
Government tli 'y c u' i have purchased it at 
the time for ouu dollar per acre, 
trhe object of the Government was 
to redeem tbe umiatry so aa to 
induce settlement. What now might 
be considered huge grants had to be given 
by former governments in order to get rail- 
roads built and the country opened up. 

Recently the Kootenay road had been 
built and the efforts of tbe Government were 
bebg directed to secure every possible 
means of opening up the country. Tho 
Government had ancceoded in redeeming 
the credit of tho country far beyond tho 
moat sanguine e.xpeetulioiia of any of ita 
members. Our three per cent, bonds stand 
second iigainat all other countries in the 
world. These things having huen ac::nm- 
plialied, a new er.i now dawns upon tho 
province with which tho present Govern- 
ment has to deal. The past ia a dead isauo 
which it would iio widl to liury, 

A (|Ucation hud arisen lately aa to whether 
tho Ktquimalt & Naiiaimo UuiKvay com 
pany were entitled to the precious metals 
contained in tlio lands secured by thiun 
from tho Goveriiuieiil. To his niinil 
there was not tho aliijhtPGt d julit, aa to 
who waa entithid to the niinural.i in 
(]uesti<!n. The Goveriiniont of tho D.miin- 
ion of Canada had ilenicd a similar right to 
thia province on a former occaaion, and tho 
provinco catno nut of the liglit victorious. 
Having this in view, he had aub:r.ilted tho 
cuBO to tho Supremci court and had no doubt 
as to the result. While it nught bo decided 
that tho baaor metals passed with the grant, 
it will bo found that tho precious metals be- 
long to tho Crown, and will pass to the free 
minor whenever ho dostres to work. 

Being now in a position to talcs every ad- 
vantage of our opportunities, it was tho 
duty of the prrient Government to develop 
the resources '/I tho country and find em- 
ployment for /ho people who desire to make 
their liomea 1 ere. To advance thia object, 
aomo time age an act was puascd for the 
purpoao of furthering the development of 
the deep sea flaherios on the atrongth of an 
offer made by the Imperial Governmonti to 
advance the Government of British Colum- 
bia a loan of £150,000, pirt of tho condi- 
tions of which were that Crofter fishermen 
would be brought out and placed on our 



northern soii ooaat for tho purpose of carry- 
ing on tho fiahing induf fry. A strong com- 
pany waa Slid to be ready to enter upon the 
dovolopmont of tho tiahoriea on tho condi- 
tion thxt these people ahould ba brought 
out, and reproaontationH were mado to the 
Government of thia Provinco that othi r 
lines of trade would alao bo introduced in 
connection with tho development of tho 
iiaherioe. Tho Govornmont readily brought 
In an act to enable these negotiations to bo 
entered into, but It aftcrwarda turned out 
that the Imperial Government wanted to 
Beleot the tiahormcn and send tu this coun- 
try those persona who were of very little use 
to any country. Aa aoon aa this waa dia- 
covered an order-in-couacil was at once 
pasaed that the proper immigrants ahould 
bo aelooted by the Government of thia Pro- 
vince, which proposition was refused by 
the Imperial authoritieB, and ao the matter 
had dropped. 

Tho dovolopment of 'our trade relation's 
with the Auatralian colonies wa? a matter 
of tho grcateat importance to this Province 
at tho proaent time. One of the chief pro- 
ducts from that country, an article which 
could not be prolitably raiaod in British 
Columbia, namely, sheep, might be imported 
with advantage. While he maintained that 
the Province ahould be aelf- supporting aa 
far aa possible, one could not deny the fact 
that sheep cannot be raised hero profitably. 
On the Mainland they destroyed tho pastur- 
age to such an extent that last session tho 
({ovorument had to pass an Act to prevent 
it. At present moat of our mutton is im- 
ported from Oregon, whore is a great area of 
pasture for sheep raising. If we get a mar- 
ket in Australia for our products in exchange 
for sheep, it would bo of great benefit to tho 
Province, 

The coal trade v;as our most important 
industry. At present our market was con- 
hned enlirely to the Pacific coaat. Nunaiino 
is tho chief coal [iroducing centre of tho 
Provinco, Were it not for the coal mines of 
Nanaimo and Wellington, liritiah Columbia 
would bo in a very backward atule indeed. 
Tho coal trade makes moro than tlircu- 
fourtha of our export trade, for whicli rfan 
Francisco and the local trade are about our 
only iiiurkula. It might be said that none 
of the coal from here reaches tlie interior or 
across tho niountaina. Amongst tho varioua 
Provincial entorpriaea which tho Govern- 
ment hua decided to asaiat ia the railroad 
from Sponeo'a Bridge to Nicola, whicli 
travoraea a country containing vast coal 
Uelde, and will open up a coal trade on tho 
Mainland, and which will not in any way 
como into competition with tho Nanaimo 
coal. When theao now fielda were opened 
up, an extenaive trade would bo done with 
the Eiat and employment would bo fur- 
niahed to many hundreds of people. 

Another railway enterprise assisted by 
tho Government was the road from Nakusp 
to Slocan, which was intended to prevent 
the trade of the upper country from being 
drained to the aoulh, to the barm of the 
cities of our own Province. Thua it waa 
that the Govornment had aided these roads 
by liberal grants. After the Hoofle had 
risen early thia year the neceBsity for com- 
pleting the Slooan road earlier than was 
contemplated in the act became impressed 
upon the Government, and it was decided 
to assist in rushing it through as rapidly aa 
possible, conaequently tho track waa com- 
pleted to Slocan Lake early in Decoinber. 
Aa a matter of fact tho (iovornment had 
mado a hotter arrangement in tho interest 
of the country than tlio act had authorized 
thorn to do, hut aa thia had to como before 
tho House at tho next acsaion, it was not 
neoossary at this time to go into tho matter 
any further, Tho opening of tho great 
mineral bolts of the country through which 
thia road paaaea would ba of great benefit to 
tho Province, 

The lumber trade would in tho near future 
boa great aource of wealth to tho Provinco, 
The proapecta of trade with Auatralia were 
very bright. Although tho market ivaanow 
dull and pricea could not bo obtained to 
make tho manufacture of lumber profitable, 
there muat soon be a ohango, and with it 
British Columbia would become tho market 
of all thoao countries across tho Pacific ro- 
il uiring lumber. At tho present time moat 
of tho lundj?r uaed in Kurope and Auatralia 
ia taken from the lUltic. It is of inferior 
(|uality to ours and it would only ho a mat- 
ter of a sliort time when tho attention ot 
those countrioa would be directed to tho 
Provinco of British Columbia. In tho caao 
of Auatralia, the distance to the Baltic 
provincea i« over 11,1)00 milca aa Bgainat 
6,000 to Hriliah Columbia, ao that it will 
he only a short time when we will have to 
furnish this most important market with 
our lumber. As soon aa the lumber industry 
began to properly develop it would furnish 
employment to a large additienal popula- 
tion. Complaint had been made that there 
waa not an ofiiuial log scaler, and that under 
existing arrangements loggers could not get 
fair treatment from the mill owners. Hence 
the Government had passed an act to ap- 
point on oflicial scaler, but afterwards, upon 
making further inquiries, it was found that 
it could not bo put into practical operation. 
An act of this kind could not 
ho worked unless both parties were 
hound by it and obliged to accept tho mea- 
suremeiita of the ollicial scaler, A new act 
would he introduced at the next session 
providing for compulsory scaling and tho 
appointment of tho necessary oliiciala to 
carry it out. Some time ago tho Govern- 
ment had brought in an act providing for a 
proper aurvey of tho I'rovince, Under this 
authority tho miniatry were causing 
surveys to be made aa rapidly as possi- 
ble. In tho meantime the general galea of 
lands had been atoppod. The largo and 
rich tract of country known as the Nuchaco 
Valley had sijice been (iiscovereil ami would 
shortly bo thrown open to settlement. A 
largo tract of valuable agricultural land had 
also boon discovered on tho north end of 
Vancouver Island, which in tho near future 
would be the scene of a thriving community. 
(7o bo continued.)

A GOOD DEAL TOO FAST. 

At the meeting held in Nanaimo on Satur' 
(lay evening tho Hon. Mr. llavie, among 
other thinga, spoke of tho coal trade of the 
Province. On this subject ho is reported in 
tho Telegram to liavosuid : 

Tho coal trado was our moat important 
industry. At present our market was con 
fined entirely to tho Paoidc Coast. Na 
uaimo ia the chief coal producing contro of 
the Province. Were it not for tho coal 
mines of Manaimo and Wellington, British 
Columbia would bo in a very backward 
stite indeed. The coal trade makes moro 
than threo-fourtha of our export trade, for 
which San Francisco and the local trade are 
about our only marliets. It might be said 
that none of the coal from here reaches tho 
interior or across the mountains. Amongst 
the various Provincial enterprises which 
the Government baa decided' to assist is the 
tAilroad from Spence's Bridge to Nioola, 
whiob travcraes u country containing vast 
coal fields, and will open up a coat trade on 
the Mainland, and which will not in any way 
oome into competition with the Nanaimo 
coal. When theao now fields were opened 
up on extcnHive trade would bo done with 
the Iviat, and criiploymeiit would bo fur 
nisbed to many hundreds of people.' 

In our telegraphic report of the speech, 
which was neoeaaarily a very briei oonden 
sation, the corresponding passage in the 
Mainland edition is worded as follows : 

"Referring to tho coal trade Mr. Davie 
8iid that if the trade of Nanaimo were con- 
fined to San Francisco it would bean advan- 
tage to tho I'rovmco and open up trado with 
the Eaat. In order to do this tho Govern 
ment would aaaiat in building a road be- 
tween Spence's Bridge, in the Mioola Val 
ley, traversing valuable coal fields." 

Anyone who reads the above at all care, 
fully must see that; it contains typograph' 
ical errors, and does not give anything like 
tbo true sense of what the Premier muat 
have said. The most glaring of the mia- 
talies was corrected in our Victoria edition. 

But the inaccurate report was exactly 
what tho News- Advertiaer wanted ; he 
pounced upon it and wasted two columna of 
editorial apace in commenting on what Mr. 
Davio did not say and could not have said. 
Ita editor could not reserve his strictures 
until the extended reports of th^ Premier's 
speech should appear in the local news- 
piipcra. Tlicro would have been aomo 
fairneaa in auch a courac, but it is ubundunt' 
ly evident tliat ho Ima an iuviuciblo dislike 
to acting with anything like fuirncsB in 
political controvoray. If ho hud waited 
until he had seen tbe full report of the 
speech, he would have found that, instead 
of expressing a desire to limit tbo trade of 
Nanaimo and other coal-producing diatricta 
of Vancouver Island, the Hon. Mr. Davie, 
signified his willingness to aid in extending 
tho coal ^trado of tbo Province and in open- 
ing up new fields for the employment of 
ooal miners. 



'NOT PROVEN." 



Tho Scotch verdict of "not proven" ia 
often much more satiafactory to both 
juries and tlio puldic than the iMiylish 
alternative of "guilty" or "not guilty." It 
not unfrequontly huppoua that thoro is 
sufiSoient evidence to warrant a strong pro- 
Buuption that tho accused has committed 
the crime laid to hia charge, but not aufli- 
oient to convince the jury that ho is, beyond 
a roaaonablo doubt, guilty. The con- 
Boientious Knf;lish or Canadian juryman in 
sucli a case ia in a most unpleasant 
dilemma. He cannot oonsoientiouely 
declare that theaoonsed is "not guilty,"and 
he is nokftltogether oonvinoed that tho evi- 
dence is BUfflolently conclusive to justify him 
in agreeing to a verdict of "guilty." 
But iic must decide ono way or the other, 
thoro ia no way of eacapo except by holding 
out and rofuaing to come to ony decision. 
But the Scotch law opens up to him a way 
out of the diifiouUy which he can oonsoien- 



tioualy take. ^ It allows hiin to say to the 

Court that tho charge ia not proved. Thia 
ia exactly hia opinion, and he can agree to a 
vordiot of "Not Proven" without doing tho 
slightest violence to his conacionce. 

Thia was tho verdict rendered in Scotland 
u few days ago in a trial that attracted muob 
attention. The parties concerned were in 
what ia culled in l<]ngland " high life." .Mr. 
Monsou, who ia a nephew of Lord Oxen- 
briilge, Master of the Horao in tlio (jucen'a 
ilouaehold, and grandson of tho late Karl of 
Cidloway, was acoased of murdering Dudley 
Cecil Hambrough, the son of Major Ham- 
brough, an English country gentleman. 
The crime was oomnnttod in ArJlmont, in 
Argylshlro. 

Uambrough was a young man who, it 
appears, had sowed a rather heavy orop^f 
wild oats. He was placed under the care 
of Mr. Monson to reform and recruit. Mr. 
Monaon and Mr. Hambrough with an at- 
tendant went out shooting ono day and in 
the evening Hambrough waa broui^ht homo 
dead. Ho was abut und tbe bullet bad en- 
tered tho back of the head. It was believed 
that tho youug man had not shot himself 
either intentionally or by accident. Who 
shot him, wus the question? Tbero were 
circuinatancoa that pointed to Mr. Monaon 
hia guardian and boat, and ho was arrcoted. 
There waa also a peraon named Kdward 
Davis, known by thenanie of Scott, a aporting 
cliitractor of somewhat doubtful reputation, 
mixed up in the case. This man was on very 
intimate terms with both Hambrough and 
Monaon. Immediately after Ilanibrough 
waa killed, thia man diauppuarcd and could 
not be found. This made tho caao more 
mysterious still. Then it was found that 
Agnes Maud Monson, wife of the prisoner, 
was connected with some heavy life insur- 
ance tranaactions, which made the case look 
rather dark for her huaband. Proposals for 
insurance on tlio life of HanibrouL;li, aonie 
of them by Mrs. Monson, bad been made to 
tbe amount of upwards of §450,000, and it 
was aaid that inBttranoe to the amount of 
$100,000 bad been eiFeoted. It was discover- 
ed that although Monson lived in good 
stylo bo waa in a rather impecunious 
condition, and it ia supposed thiit it waa to 
get poaaeaaion of the inaurauco money that 
nambrouyh was killed. 

The evidence adduced at tho trial must 
have been strong, but it did not satisfy tbo 
jary that Monson had murdered Ham- 
brough, and so they, after less than an 
hour's deliberation, brought in a verdict of 
"Not proven on both iasues." The trial 
was concluded only live days ago. The 
telegram containing tbo news of tho result 
of the trial mentions the disappearance of 
Scott or Davis, but does not say whether or 
not he was found in time to give evidence. 
Monson'a story was that Hambrough was 
shot accidentally while climbing over a 
fence.

A great dual of what Dr. Almond saya of 
football in England applies to lacroaao in 
Canada. The i|ualitiea and tho virtues 
which both games can cultivate and 
strengthen are tbe same, and the daugara to 
which they are exposed are aa nearly as poa- 
aiblo alike. Thnao who wiah to see lacrosao 
continue the pastime of manly men, muat do 
their beat to cultivate tho true spirit of 
sport und atornly diacountenanco improper 
practicea of all kinda, Tbo lacrosflo player, 
like the footballer, should before all things 
be fair, honest and manly. He should not 
brag when he is sucoetsful, neither should 
bo whine when he is beaten. 



Tn}£ ETHICS OF FOOTBALL, 

Football baa its enemies as well aa its 
friends. Thoso who disapprove of football 
aa a aport condemn it ua dangerous, and de- 
clare that its tendency is to make young men 
coarse and rough,|and unscrupulous aa to the 
means they uae to attain their ends. They 
contend that theae ovila more than counter- 
balance any good that may bo derived from 
it as an athletic aport. It ia admitted by 
the judicious lovers of football that there is 
some danger in tbe game, and that when 
men engage in it professionally they are apt 
to resort to practices unworthy of gentlemen 
and truo sportsmen. When played in a 
manly way by amateura, players receive no 
hurts that a lad who is not a nnlksop 
would complain of, and that the diacipline 
which requirea youths to bear pain with- 
out whining or complaining, is as necesaarj^ 
and as wholesome in these days as it was a 
thousand years ago. 

With regard to the risk that tho cnthusi- 
aatio football playor luna of getting hurt, 
Dr. Almond, headmaster of Loretto, in the 
Nintecnth Century auya : 

Generally, from all the evidence I can 
collect, the following concluaion soenia juii- 
tified. Amateur football, wlien the public 
opinion of players condemns foul play and 
tho inlliotiun of wilful injuries as criminal 
and odious, is not moro dangeroua than 
alinoat any winter game or aport which is 
active enough to promote vigorous muecular 
development and high animal spirits It ia 
leaa dangeroua than hunting, and inlinitely 
lesa dangerous lu tho long run than abstin- 
ence from open air exercise on tho part of 
those who lead a gonerally indoor lite. In 
a word, by developing the chest and limbs, 
by quickening the circulation and purifying 
the blood, football aavea far more livea than 
it deatroya. 

Thia toacbor of boya ia a lover of football 
and he places a very high valne upon it both 
aa a moral agent and a preserver of health 
and vigor. 

It is an Incalculable blessing, he says, to 
thia country that such a sport is onthusi- 
aatically beloved by almost all that part of 
our boyhood whom Katnre has endowed 
with strong passions and overflowing 
energies. Its mere existence and 'the prao- 
tical leasoQa which it preaches are worth all 
tho booka that have boon written on youth- 
ful purity. I can say for myaolf that, under 
the circumatancea of the luxurious and aelf- 
indulged habita in wliich boya arc unceas 
ingly brouglit up at Ikuiio, the i.'onatant 
panic leat liiey aiiouK'i tunTor any pain, tho 
abacnco of opprehonaion leat their moral and 
phyaical fibre ahoidd become feeble by 
diauao, and tho tendency of tho exiunina- 
tion ayetem to luako tlio development of 
character a secondary consideration, I would 
not care to face tho reaponsibility ot con- 
ducting a achool were there not rooted in it, 
aa I hope, an imperishablo tradition, an 
enthuaiaatio love of football. 

The danger to football in Groat Britain, 
according to Dr. Almond, is from profoa- 
sionalism and from "cup ties." He would 
have the game played merely for ita own 
aako, and ho aota his face againat prizes of 
all kinda. He would have football to bo 
and to remain purely a paatimo. He would 
not have it dogonorato into a buaincas. 
Some idea may bo formed of tbo extent to 
which football haa beooma a prqfesBloa in 
Great Britain when it ii Icnown that la the 
course of a single year £1,000,000, or. 



IMPERIAL FEDERATION. 

Commenting upon tho alleged diasolution 
of the Imperial Federation League, the 

Toronto Empire eays ; 

Sir John Lubbock haa isaucd a circular 
propoaing the reconal ruction uf tho Imperial 
Federation League. Speaking of the diaao 
lution of the League a few wecka ago. The 
I'all Mall Ga/.-itto aaid: "Anyone who 
knows anything ia perfectly well aware 
that tho Im])cfial Federation League atarlcd 
with, and hua accomplished, an educational 
l)urpoae. It wanteil to fumiliivri/.e tl 
patent fact that v.'e are interested in more 
of our heritage than llieao right little, tight 
little iaianda. iL has done so. And though 
the League were doubly dead, there arc 
more than Imndreda of oduoated English- 
men whom it hiij brought to aeo eye to eyo 
— hand to hand, if neo<l be — v.-ith tbo 
flghtera and the thinkera that have made 
Great Britain into u Greater."

An Ii/junctlou Issued hy the Courts to Pre- 
vent the MenFroiu Strlklns;. 

St. Paul, Minn., Dac. 20. — A document

Tho regular meeting ot the Council was 
hold laat evening, Monday having been a 
holiday. INlayor Heaven presided, and Aid. 
McKillicnn, Styles, Bragg, Baker, Hender- 
son, Munn and Robertson were olao present. 

Several reports from the Finance commit- 
too wore adopted after disouesion. 

A requisition from the Boord of School 
Truateca for 83,136 for special educational 
purposes was agreed to. 

Mrs. Margaret Winter wrote transmitting 
a bill for the repair of the abafta of a buggy 
broken on Marvtn'a bill on December 11, 
owing to the neglect of the persons working 
on the street to place a lantern on the barri- 
cade erected there. 

Tho matter was referred to the School 
Truatoes, by whom the work on tho street 
waa being done. ' 

IL Dallas Hclmokon wrote reporting thut 
ho had fallen into tho ditch dug for drain- 
age purpose on Marviu'a hill, in consequence 
of its not being |)roperly lighted or guarded 
when open, and that be had thereby been 
cauaed nnich injury and losa of time. He 
asked for compensation from tho corpora- 
tion. 

Referred to the School Board and City 
Engineer. 

A leltor from F. B. Pembcrton, reporting 
tho bequest of J.'l.OIKI by hiu father the late 
J. D. Pemborton, for tho purpose of im- 
proving tho achool grounds on ]''ort street 
and erecting a gymnasium there, was read, 
and a reaolution of thanks was passed, 

Tenders for placing granite stone croaainga 
on Broad street, across Fort street on the 
oast side ond across Cormorant street wero 
opened. These were from Jos. E. Phillips 
at $J. 1)5 per running foot, and Frederick 
Adame at $.'!. As at this rate tho coat will 
bu a good deal more than tho amount of the 
requisition already adopted the tenders 
wero referred to committee, to award one if 
poaaible before a further requisition is put in 
for the added amount necessary. 

A report from the Streets committee 
being presented. Aid. Munn called atten- 
tion to the impassable condition of many of 
the atreeta where sewerage works have been 
carried on. He expressed the opinion that 
the oontractora should have been furued lu 
leave the atreeta in better ahape. 

Ald. Braqq held it was not possible for 
tho contractors to leave tho streets in better 
shape when they had to carry on the aeW" 
crago construction in wot weather. An- 
other diliiculty was that, until a few weeks 
ago, there was no rock crashed ready to 
be used on tho streets. 

Ald. Styi.ks said it was part of tho agree- 
ment of tho oontractora to ptit back, tbQ 
streets in tho condition in which they found 
them, und until this was done tho City En- 
gineer could not accept tho streets and no 
corporation work could be dono on them. 

Ald. Baker asked why tho rock crusher 
had not been sot to work at tho rook quar- 
ried out of lilanobard street, at tho corner 
of Pembroke. He criticised tho operations 
on Belcher street, which ho said ho felt sure 
coat, when crushed, at leuat per yard. 

Ald. Stvlk-S said tho cruahor would bo at 
Pembroko street in a few daya. 

Ald. Munn moved, seconded by Aid. 
Henderson, that plans for that purpose 
having been prepared, the City Engineer bo 
authorized to call for tenders for tho exten- 
sion of the surface drain on Superior street 
to Menzies and Michigan streets, and also 
to prepare plans for the extension of the 
Cook street drain to the sea. 

The Mayor said he was informed that 
there was not money enough to carry on 
both these works. 

Ald. MoKillioan therefore moved in 
amendment, aeconded by Aid. Styles, that 
tenders for the Cook atreat extenaion be 
called for at the sumo time. 

Ald. IlENDKRaoN contended that the 
Men/.ies street drain should bo finished first, 
us tho bouses on that street wero now being 
flooded, while at the end of Cook street 
there wero no houses at all. The Sewerage 
commii tee, however, wero of tho opinion 
that there was money enough to finish the 
two. If there was not, the extra money re- 
quired cnuld bu found ne.>ct year. 

Ald. Mi.'NN advised -Aao that a tender bo 
called for tho drain on Oawogo street, for 
which an appropriation has been made. 

Ald. Hkndkkson said thia work had been 
done by the day, to far aa tho Oswego streot 
part was concerned, but the outlet along 
Sau Juan street had been left over until the 
spring becauBo of the ivet weather. 

The umenilment was lost on division- 
Aid. McKillican, Siyloaand Robertson alone 
voting yeu. 

The original motion was then carried, 
Aid. McKillican and Stylesvoting against it. 

The' Council adjourned at 0.50 p.m.

Draft of tiie Bnles Proposed to lo 
Fat in Operation in British 
Colnmbia. 



Practical Sngrgestlons Desired by the 
Department of Marine 
and Fistieries. 



1. FiBliing by meiiUS of nota or uny other 
apparatus whatever, without licouao from 
the Minister of Marina and Fisheriea, is 
prohibited in all the waters of the Province 
of British Columbia. 

2. Provided always that the Indiana nmy 
at all timen have liberty, upon applioution 
to the Inspector of Fiaherioe, to tiali for the 
purpoao of providing food for tliemsolvea 
aud families, by any means other than 
apeariug, truppiiig or penning fish on their 
apawuing grounds, but not during the cloao 
eeuaon, or in placea aot apart for tliat pur- 
poao, or iu such other placea aa may bo aot 
uaide by law. 

Meahea for neta uaoil for capturing 
"Quinnat" or Spring aalinon in tho tiiiul 
waters of Uritiali Cohiinbia may bo uaeil 
from tho Utof March to the loUi of August, 
and shall not be loaa than 7:] inchoa, exten- 
sion measurement. 

4. The meahea of nota for capturing aiil- 
mon, other than spring salmon iu the tidal 
waters, shall not bo less than 0-| inches ex- 
tension nioaaureniont to ho uaed only be- 
tween the 1st. of July and tho 1st. of Oc- 
tober iu uny year, and nothing shall be done 
in either case to practically diminish tho 
size of those nieshoa. 

6. The uso of aeiuea for the purpose of 
catching salmon is prohibited in tho waters 
of British Columbia. 

6. Drift nets only shall be used for cap- 
turing salmon and shall be oonfinod to tidal 
waters, and no net of any kind shall be used 
for capturing salmon in the inland lakes and 
fresh or fluvial waters of rivers or streams. 
But InJians may nevertheless use dip nets 
for their own purposes in any snoh waters, 
by first getting permits from the Inspector 
of Fisheries. 

7. Drift nets shall not bo used so as to ob- 
struct more than one-third of the width of 
any river, branch or channel thereof. 

5. Tho uso of seines or oihor nets for cap- 
turing aalnion is wholly forbidden within 
the distance of 500 yarda from ouy point in 
any direction whatever from tho mouth or 
any part or outlet thereof of any river or 
stream in liritieh ('ohinibia. 

9. Fishing for salmon aliall not be per- 
mitted from Saturday moriiiug at G o'clock 
until tho following Sunday at I'J o'clock 
midnight. All neta and other flailing gear 
sot or used, and all tlah cnught during this 
period shall be deemed tn be illegal, and 
liable to acizuro and conliacation, and the 
person or persons ao violating tho laws shall 
olao be liable to tho tiiica and penalties 
under the Fisheriea Act, 

10. Tho regular annual close time in 
which salmon shall not bo taken in tho 
lakes, rivers ond atreams of Briiiah Colum- 
bia shall be from tho lat of October to the 
last day of February (inclusive) following 
in every year. 

11. Tho tidal limit in which net 
fishing for s=klmon may bo carried on for 
commercial purposes on tho Fraaer river in 
canning, freezing or exporting fish, shall 
terminate at a point across the Fraser 100 
yards below Whannock Creek, ond at a line 
across Pitt river 100 yards below the rail- 
way bridge. Above these points on the 
Pitt and Fraser rivers, netting or fishing for 
commercial purposes is forbidden. 

12. The Minister may direct that fishing 
for salmon with nets, or other means srh%t- 
ever, may be wholly prohibited in such 
lakes, rivers and streams, tidil or otherwise, 
in which from their size or other circum- 
stances it may be found that netting there- 
in woold serionsly interfere with the migra- 
tion of salmon to their natural breeding 
grounds. 

Before any salmon not, liahing boat or 
other fishing apparatus shiiU be uaed, the 
owner or person interested in such not, fish- 
ing boat or dsliini; apparatus, ahall cause a 
memoranduiii in writing, selling forth the 
name of tho owner or person interested, the 
length of the net, boat or other liahing up 
paratus, and ita intended location, to bi; 
tiled with tho Inspector of Fisheriea, who, if 
no valid objection exists, may, in accord- 
ance with instructions from the Minis- 
ter of Marine and Fisheriea, iasuo a fishery 
license for the aamo, and any net, 
fishing boat or fishing opparatuB Ubnl 
before such license hua been obtained, ai d 
any net, fishing boat or fjahing apparatus 
used in exctsa or evasion of the deacripti )n 
contained in such license, shall bo deeni'Ml 
to bo illegal and liable to forfeiture, to- 
gether with the fiah caught therein, and the 
owner or person using the same shall be also 
subject to fine and costs under the Fisheries 
Act. 

1-4. All salmon neta and fishing boats 
shall bo numbered to correspond with the 
number of the license, and shall also have 
the name of the owner or owners legib'y 
marked on two pieces of wood or metal at- 
tached to the net, and auob marks shall be 
preserved on such nets or fishing boats dur- 
ing the fishing season, in such manner aa to 
be visible without takioe up thn net or neta; 
and any net or fishing boat used without 
such marks shall bo liable to forfeiture. 

15. Tho following shall bo the manner 
and disposition in which fishing liccnsos 
shall bo granted for catching salmon in tho 
Province of Tiritiah Colnmbia ; 

Eioh Ii0)ta /iiic. Ijaherman being a 
liritiah subject and actual reaidtnlfif Brit- 
ish Coknubia aball lie entilk-d to obtain 
a license lo fish for saltiitm. 

17. ICacIi lirm, company or pcraon ac- 
tually engaged in the Inisiness of freezing 
and ex[>ort iiig aaliiioii, shall bo entitled to 
obtain ii"l I'xceediiig seven llc(:naea. 

IS. lOach reaidLiit company or person ac- 
tually engiigril in the buHiucr-s of shiijping or 
exjiorling Buluion in ice, not in ihi; rjianuer of 
freezing or canning, ahall bu ciitilleil lo ob- 
tain not exceeding seven licenses. 

19. ICicli lirm, company or locul trad- 
er dealing in aaluioii for hoiiie coasuiijp- 
tion in cities, towns, villages or couiHry 
jilacea, actually ontiaged in auoh traliic, 
shall bo entitled to obtain not oxooodiog 
threo lioenaea. 

120. Kach company or person carrying 
on the buaiiioBs of sahirg, enrinf; or amok ing 
salmon for tho domestic or foreign market, 
and not engaged in the fishini; buainccs in 
any other way, shall be entitled to obtain 
not exceeding two liconsea. 

21. Eichflrm, company or person actually 
• eng&ged in carrying on tho industry of can- 
ning salmon within tho Province of British 
Columbia sbtkll be entitled to obtain not ex- 
ceeding, twenty lioenies. The company or 
individnal shall give asatisfaotory statement 
aa to the extent and capacity for work of 
tho cannery, before the license shall bo 
granted. 

22, Each firm, company or person re- 
ferred to in tho foregoing six sections to 
bo entitled to obtain licenses shall be bona 
fido incorporated companies registered in 
Canada or resident Britiah subjeota, and 
the actual owners or proprietors of the 



specified busiuesa and fishing gear for which 
the licenses are to bo obtained. 

12;) Kach and every licenao ao ob- 
tained shall in no oauo bo tranaferablo un- 
der any conditiona whatever, without the 
consent, tirat obtained iu writing, from the 
dopurtment. 

121. The foQ payable for every licenso 
by tho comp.inius or individuals referred to 
in tho foregoing scctiona, shall he alike 
throughout tlio I'rovinco— namely, ten dol- 
lars each — aud tho licenno ahall bo called a 
Commercial Liconae, and the size and ex- 
tent of tlie net to bu used uiujer uny auch 
commercial license shiiU not exceed in 
length three hundred yards. 

125. 10^-ery aettlec or farmer actually 
residing on his land or with hia family, anil 
ia a bona hde British subject, ahall bo en- 
titled to obtain one license free of charge, 
by applj'ing therefor to tho Inspector of 
Fiaheriua, to fiah iu any of tho waters of tho 
Province except in any prescribed limits at 
tho mouths of rivers and atreama or during 
any cloao time sot apart by tho Department 
of Marino and Fiaherios. Such licenao to bo 
cidled a domeatic licenao. Tho not to bo 
limited in length not to exceed three hun- 
dred yards, with meshes the same sizs uh iu 
tho commercial license and to be usedvonly 
for family purposes and not for trade or 
barter. 

12G. Tho young of the salmon at tho dif- 
ferent stages of their growth, us fry, parr, 
and smelt, shall not at any time bo caught, 
killed or had in poaseaaion by any one in the 
I'rovinco of British Columbia, but if caught 
by accident in tho nets lawfully used, they 
ahall be liberated alive, at tho cost and risk 
of the owner. 

127. Salmon trout and white fiah may bo 
netted in the lakes in the interior of tho 
I'rovinoe, under license to be first obtained 
from the Department of Marine and Fiah- 
ericE, which license shall cover gill not 
fishing, with a limit of net not to exceed 
2,00U yards, with meshea not less than live 
inohes extension measure. But salmon trout 
and white fish shall not be fished for or 
ctkught by any means during the months of 
October and November in any year in 
British Columbia. The feo for a license to 
catch salmon trout and white fish shall bo 
85. 

28. Brook trout of any kind and speckled 
trout, shall not bo fial'-ed for, caught or 
killeil in the I'rovinco from the l.'itli of 
Oc'ober to the Ifilh of March, both diiya 
inclusive, and by no other means whatever 
than by hook and lino or ungling, provided 
that Indians may at any time kill these 
trout for their own uao, but not for tho pur- 
poses of traliic or aale. 

'29. Tho uao of (irearma of any kind or of 
speara of any deacription, torch-light or 
uso of uny exploaivo materials, to catch or 
kill fish ia prohibited iu tho waters of British 
Coliunbia. 

SO. The above rogulationa sliall auperaedo

.31. All materials, iuiplements or appli- 
ances and gear of any kind used, ond 
all fiah caught, taken, killed, bought, 
sold or poaseaaed in violation of any 
of tho above regulationa ahall be 
seized and confiscated, and any person, per- 
sona or companiea violating any of tho above 
regulations shall also inour the penalties 
provided by tho Fisheries Act. 

Note— The above draft is subject to 
changes in the phraseology, and will be 
revised by tho Department of Justice ulti- 
mately. Meanwhile it is hoped that practi- 
cal suggestions by those interested will be 
made, so that the Minister of Marino and 
Fisheries may bring, them to the attention 
of His Excellency tlie Governor General in 
Council.

EOYALTY'S CHIilSTilAS. 

The Queen Attends tho Dinner of Her Ten- 
ants at Windsor. 

London, Dec. 20. — Tho Duko and 
Duchess of Connaught and tho Princess 
Beatrice and Prince Henry of Battonberir 
wore the guests of the vcnorablo sovereign 
at the Christmas dinner on Monday. Her 
Majesty was particularly desirous of the 
preaonce of the Princ-3 and Princess of Wales 
and their children, but objections were inter- 
posed by the princess, who is sufTering from 
a severe attack of melancholia, and who 
preferred to spend the festive day with 
her children at Sandringham. Tho Christ- 
nnis ball of the tenantry of the royal oalatc 
look place on Monday night and Her ilajeaty 
accepted an invitation to be present aa a 
specUlor. The origin-al invilation from the 
tenanlrj- rc(|uested the tjueeii to lend the 
grand march with llio lJuke of Couiiauglit, 
but Her Miijtsty i xcuaed herself from this 
function on the ground that her adviiiiccd 
iigc rcn icred it impossible for her lo dance. 
It V. lis a noteworthy fuel that this was the 
lirst Cliriat maa function of the tenantry of 
any royal estate in which the (^liieeii has 
participated, even ns o spectator, since the 
death of the Prince Consort. 

The baron of beef served at tho Boyal 
table on Monday overbalanood that of last 
year by fully (ifty pounds, weighing 125 
jjounda. The uaual coroinoniea, dating from 
tho reign of Henry VIII., were observed, 
and tho Uhriatniaa plum pudding waa borne 
into the banqueting chamber on u goldon 
platter, resting on a bed of holly, by four 
gentlenieu-in-waiting, while the orchestra 
in the balcony of tho ball rendered the 
National Anthem, At the close of the din- 
ner Hor Majesty proposed the toast of the 
I'rinco Consort, which was drunk by tho 
company standing and in solemn silcucc. 
The other toasts included the health of the 
I'rinoe of Wales, Great Britain and her 
colonies, and " My Loyal Subjects."

Rio dk Janeiro, Deo. 26.— The govern- 
ment has established a fort on Governor's 
Islanil, recently captured from tho insur- 
gents, and is daily increasing the cannon at 
other points. That Admiral da Gania, who 
commands th:> inaurgont veaaola iu tho har- 
bor, is in a critical position, is admitted 
even by his friends. It is believed that 
there will bo a decisive struggle in the near 
future. 

New York, Dec. 2G. — The gunboat New 
York sailed for Bio de Janeiro to-day. 
Sho finished taking on coal at tho Brook- 
lyn navy yard at 10 a.m., and without 
waiting to remove tho coal stains from 
her white sides started on the voyage. 
Slio ia aaid to havo taken 1,700 tons of 
coal, suilicieut for, fifteen daya' steuniing, 
and had stores for u six months' cruiae. 

Baiiia, Dec. 2.') — A report baa reached 
hero that the government forces available 
for iiclua! service have been allowed to 
sull'cr seriously by depletions from one cause 
ond anollicr. IV-ixoto baa now determined 
t') raise the strength of the national guard 
to a high standard in the several provinces. 
Accordingly he bus iasned an order that 
drafta ahall he immediately nuide for the 
purpose of nliglitly more than 12,1)00 men in 
each of iho following iiroviiicca ; Vara 
lliauh, Sao I'aulo, 1'araliuib.i and rernam- 
buco. 

MoNTr.viDKo, Doc. 2."i. — Advices from Kio 
oay Cen. TelK-a, -who had one of hia legs 
ahot off recently by llie insurgents during 
au attack upon Oovernor'a labiiid, died to' 
day. Cupt. Picking'a refusal to give Ameri- 
can vcBBols iu Rio harbor all the protection 
they desired from rebel fire while landing 
cargoes, iaaaaerted by aggrieved ahipmasters 
to bo a virtual recognition of tho insurgents 
as belligarenls, and their view ia evidently 
ehared by American merchants in tho city. 
These persons say Capt. Picking's report of 
tho situation to Secretary of thu Navy Her- 
bert have been so vague as to be absolutely 
misleading, and they declare a firm stand 
taken just now by American naval officers 
here would be of material aid in bringing 
about a satisfactory ending of the revolution.

witlionfc flieer. Think of 
the good old days of our hardy grand- 
fathers, when the flames roared up the 
chimney and carried all impurities of 
tlio air with thoni. You cannot have 
liuttt'r vciitilatiiin than by an oiien fire. 
No matter if your lir.ck l'ri'(>/,i\s and your 
' cheeks burn, your luiii^s are not jioi- 
soned by used up air and your slcin is 
not parclied by tho dry, unwholesome 
lieat. 

Vou l;!iow, undoubtedly, that con- 
sumption, the seour.Ljo of modiTU New 
England, lias niori; than doubleil since 
the introduction of tho airtight stove. 
You know that Americans are a race of 
dyspejiiies, tho unhealthiest race on tho 
face of the ulnlie— at least on tho healthy 
p.artof its face. Yellow, lean, nervous, 
anxious lookinjf pooi)le, all of tis, in tho 
city and in tho country. Look at tlio 
hardy Scotch and English farmer.s and 
their buxom wives and dauiditer.s. They 
do not look as if they had been bred on 
tho same planet with us. Our women 
break down earlier than tjlioso of other 
nations, the men grow old at twice tho 
rate. There must be some reason for it. 
It does not seem probable that it is the 
climate nor inherited -weakness, but that 
it is the result of the conditions under 
which wo livii and bring uj) our children. 
Tho plain fact is, wo are dying of our 
loxaries, our "modern improyoment.s." 
Our easy money getting is our curse. 
Better bo a littlo loss comfortable and a 
littloinorehealtliy, ;i little harder worked 
and a little lonni'r lived. 

But lot us begin %Yith tho air wo 
breathe. I tliiiik that if an instrument 
could, be invented wliich would register 
the imparities in the atmosphere, we 
should all open our windows when it 
marked "vile." Tho worst of our heaven 
bestowed instrument of detection, our 
organ of smell, is that it gets quite out 
of order if long in an impure atmosphere 
and does not record correctly. Now 
fancy for a moment what tho air must 
bo in any ordinary living room in any 
ordinarj- farmer'.s or mechanic's dwell- 
ing in tlio middle of winter. Tho stove 
has been burning night and day for 
months. Tho windows are corked up, 
the doors are "listed" even, possibly. 
There is cooking, and there is eating, aud 
there is siiioldng going on, and there aro 
at night one or iiioro korosono lamps 
burning actively for hours. And under- 
neath all there is that arsenal of woe, 
the cellar, filled perhaps with spoiled 
potatoes and other docajing vegetable 
matter, 

Now, where is this air to go to and 
how is fresli air to como in to take its 
place? IIow can human beings stand 
breathing that sort of atmosphere? Tlio 
men have the best of it, for they liavo, 
most of tliem, to go out into the open 
air, whe'ther they want to or not, but 
their wives and daughters usually havo 
to stay in and do the work of the house, 
without having air enough to fill their 
lungs, and it is no wonder that their 
blood is impoverished and that their or- 
gans, one and all, l<3so strength. It is an 
unnatural and monstrous life, and it is 
not to bo wondered at that feeble children 
are bom of the mothers who have to 
lead it. I especially pity my country 
sisters, in tlifir hot, low rooms, doing 
work at .sueli a disadvantage. It is like 
making briei;s without straw. 

I pity my sisters, too, who eqtially 
defy the laws of health in dress, diet aud 
air. But now I am talking to tho coun- 
try ones, and tins in what I say: Heaven 
never me.-im you to lead such lives or 
breathe siieii air. You are killing your- 
selves by inches, aud it ia quite in your 
own hands to prevent it. You have 
bricked up your chimneys and bought 
yotir stoves, and that jirobably can't bo 
helped, but you can at least tako tho 
stufTing out <jf the windows and get ven- 
tilators for them and make it a duty to 
air tho room several times a day. And 
buy some thernioiiu'tors — thermonietera 
are vi-ry '-h. and put one in every 
room, ami when it gi'ts t(j OS degri^es open 
tho doors and windows and kee'p the 
temperature down to that. 

Do not sit in a draft— that is fatal— 
but open your wipdowsandgooutof the 
room and come back to it when it is 
fresh. Tho more devitalized tho air is, 
the less it warms you. Sixty-eight de- 
grees of good air warms you more than 
78 degrees of vitiated air does. ' People 
on the other side of tho ocean think they 
cannot Ijreath when tho thermometer gets 
above CiD degrees. I wonder wliat they 
would thinlc of our rooms aud of our rail- 
way cars.

You can draw a breath 3,000 miles long 
every time you open your windows, aud 
you don't open them, but hug your 
stoves and shut out the air and wonder 
that you don't fool well. 

And you who live among tho moun- 



tains, where city people spend thousands 
of dollars to tako their families every 
summer, what air do you breathe sovon 
months in the year? Air that you have 
made bad enough to kill a dog, with your 
stoves, and your lamps, and your stuffed 
up windows. Now, really, it seems a pity 
that wo can't get something out of our 
splendid clear sunshine, and our strong 
winds, and our rich soil hero in America. 

If you lived in a foggy littlo island 
like Kuglund, where tho sun scarcely 
ever shines, and where the rawehill eats 
Into one's very bones, yoti might com- 
jilain. Or if you had to endure tho cold, 
fheerless wiuter.i of Germany, or indeed 
of all northern Europe, you might say 
that nature bad not done mucli for you, 
and it was no wonder that you were not 
healthy. But in fact you havo glorious 
suns, and fine clear air, and a soil that 
breeds loss evil than elsewhere, and, with 
all that, )-ou aro tho unhealthiest people 
in tho world. You do everything to 
counteract tho good that heaven has sent 
you, and probably you charge heaven 
vnth your miseries. To you 

Tho blpssed Bun and air 
Aro banned and barred, forblddun rare, 
but forbidden, not by heaven, but by 
your own ignorance and folly. The air 
is like tho grace of God — it is there for 
you, healing, salvation, liealth, without 
money and without price — and you re- 
fuse it.

oouat. Still it has made a moro favorable 
conipariaon with the average tor the normal 
Boaaon than some of the preceding vvcclte. 
Buyers are, as a rule, working so closely 
that a constant demand for immodiuto 
supplies has been assured, while tho re- 
duced prices for bleached ahirtiDRa and wulo 
sheetings have proved aids to fuller move- 
ment than might otherwieo have beeu e.t- 
pcctod. Tho (lelivericB from the mills and 
warehouaea Imvo reiiclicd u oonsiderabte 
volume and are in excess of tho current do- 
inand in moat directions, and by this means 
stock accumulations uro prevented. Tho 
tightnesB of unsold supplies coming upon 
tho market is a fair olfaec to tho nominally 
quiet condition of trade, and, with tho ex- 
ception of the reduced prices of wido 
sheetings, which aro more a revcr.sion to the 
market basis for some time than actual de- 
clines, prices aro fairly steady. The de- 
mand for Sprinf; supplies has been on a 
moderate scale and without any new feature 
of interest.

Arrival of Yaqol Indians at San Francisco— 
To be Seen in Their Natural Sur- 
ronndlngs- Monster Ciicti. 

Sak Francisco, Dec. 2G.— Frank Dobbs, 
of Tucson, Arizona, the concessionaire for 
the Yuqui Indian encampment, has arrived 
in this city with his Indians and with mnoh 
of tho material with which he intends to 
make that encampment as realistic as pos- 
sible. His Indiana aro to live in tho Siiiiio 
sort of huts and tepeea occupied by 
them in their native wilds and 
the landscape round about them ia to bo 
made over into a veritable bit of the aenii- 
tropics. Prominent among the necessities 
for such a tranaformation scene is a great 
lot of cacti, which Mr. Dobbs bos transport- 
ed from New Mexico and Arizona for this 
purpose. There are two carloads of cacti 
alone, one of the plants being 34 feet high 
and weighing more than four tons. This ia 
tho largest cactus ever shown at an expoKi- 
tion. At the Centennial Kxpnaition, iu 
Philadelphia, u caciiia 24 feet high was 
shown, and at New Orleans the largest one 
exhibited was 22 feet. At the ('(ihinil)ia 
Exposition tho ninii.nioth ciiclus, 21 feet 
high, created a decided seiisatioii, Imt here, 
at tho Midwinter Fciir, will be seen one ten 
feet larger than that.

SICILIAN RIOTERS. 

.More Octroi Dlsturliancfls— Xuraerons Public 
and Private Bull(llnt;B Fired, 

Palermo, Deo, 26. — During an anti-tnx 
riot at Torrasini, near this city, the Octroi 

ofTices wero set on Gro and were completely 
destroyed. A riot was caused in Valguar- 
nera to-day by a police commissary arrest- 
ing a Socialist who was preaching revolt. 
A thousand men and women stormed the 
gena d'arniea hirracka in an attempt to 
rescue the prisoner, but were repulsed. Tho 
mob afterwards set fire to tho town hall, tho 
post oflice, tho maBistrates' oflico, and the 
reaideuceH of tho Mayor, Police Comniiaai- 
ary and several citi<^(!n'a houses, all of which 
were badly damaged or destroyed. 



SOVifflEIGN'S STiTBMBNT. 

Thi) Grand llaster Workman of- the Knl(;hts 
of 'Iabor Issues a Manifesto. 

PhiIiADELVIilv, Deo 20. — General Master 
Workman Sovereign, of tho Knights of La- 
bor, to-day isduod an oflioial atatcmont, in 
which he outlines tho course ho will pur- 
sue. Ho saya the order must put its prin- 
ciples into tho statutes of tho country and 
make them i)art o.' tho practice of society, 
lie continues : "Every whero ia slarva- 
liuii and du'illi, while corporate greed 
and avaricious money lords apply tho ar- 
rogant lash witli relentless fury, and Con- 
gress, lilto a wooden goil, looks down in 
silent contempt on tho miseries of tho most 
patriotic and induatrioua people tho world 
ever knew. With theao conditions 
confronting tho people everywhere, if 
wo cannot permeate society with 
a healthy publiu opinion on tho 
subject of labor and force the adoption of 
our principles wo deaerve defeat." Tho Gen- 
oral Maater Workman further aaya that ho 
feels Warranted in aaaerting that civil liberty 
ill thia country ■will die within tho next 
Huven years unless the Knights of Labor or 
aome like organization comea to tho 
reaoue. Ho then ah'?wa that according 
to tho olovontli consuR tho increase 
of wealth ia about $770,000,000 per year, 
while tho interest charges exceed §1,500,- 
000,000 jier annum. "Do not mistake it 
for delusions," he conclndea, "or thn lack of 
public confidence. It ia the jingle of the 
shackles that is always heard by tho nation 
that forces the transaction of buaincsa on 
debt and credit, and robs labor of the fruit 
of their toil to pay tho interest." 

A BLOODTHIRSTY OEAUK. 

Attempt to Take the Life of the Unyor of 
Louisville, Ky. 

Lrifisvii.i.K, Ky., Ueo. 26.— A crank made 
lui attempt to kill Mayor Henry H. Tiler, in 
his olhco on tho lirat lloor of tho City Hall, 
at four o'clock this afternoon. The Mayor 
was aitting in his oliioo alone, when a 
well dressed man of medium height 
walked in and said he wanted it proven that 
his father had not oommilted suicide. The 
Mayor saw that tho man waa a crank and 
told him ho know nothing of hia father. 
Tho fellow then said ; " I caino hero to de- 
mand my rights. I own property near tha 
city limits and I do not want them ex- 
tended." Tho crank then pulled a revolver 
and told tho Maybr he was going to kill 
him. Tho Mayor, although amall of stature, 
is somethiog of a fighter, and before 
the would-be assassin oonld use his 
weapon had taken it away from him and 
called fur usaiatanco. It took the combined 
cil'orta of tho two oilicers to take tho roan to 
the jiiil, next door, where ho gave the namo 
of Phil J. Schwarz. Schwarz is about .'lO 
years old, haa been trying to get on the 
police force for some time, and at the time 
of his arrest had a petition to the mayor in 
his pocket. The father killed himself seven 
years ago. 

PHILANTHROPIST DEAD. 

Seized With Fatal Sickness While Haklng 
Christmas Ollts to tho Poor. 

YoKRERS, N.Y., Deo. 26.— Robert C. 

Fisher, millionaire and philanthropist, aged 
57 years, died suddenly in tho parish houao 
of Trinity Episcopal church. Now Roohollo, 
this morning. The deceased ottended tho 
Christmas services in tho church yeaterday 
in apparently excellent health. At tho con- 
clusion of the services he took a poaition at 
the door of the auditorium and handed 'ieach 
of the poorer members and the attendants of 
tho church with a §20 gold piece as a 
Christmas gift, when they passed from the 
building. He had just completed thisohar- 
ity when he suddenly reeled and waa assist- 
ed by friends to the pariah house, where he 
died. He leavee a widow and four sons. 



FOUGHT LIKE DEMONS.

Tho Trouble In Hawaii Emphasizes the Ke- 
cesslty for Telegraphic Communi- 
cation. 

Cllic.vc.o, Deo. 2G.— Tho Tribune says :

If thay had been cool they 
could have made a good haul, Hume is 
confident he will gob the cobbers, who, he 
says, are only two in number.
